POLICE COURT CASES. 



Are Followed Into Higher 
Court By Fourth Class 
City Officials- 

Senate Bill No. 35 has passed both 
houses and will soon become a law, 
and it has an emergency clause. 

An Act amending an act entitled 
"An act for the government of cities 
of the fourth class," and approved 
June 28, 1893. 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. 

. Section 1. That an act entitled 
,'An act for the government of cities 
of the fourth class," and approved 
June 28, 1893, be and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out Sec- 
tion .■].'. of said act, said section being 
Section iJol? of the Kentucky Stat- 
utes, and mserting in lieu thereof 
the following, viz: 

"Section 3571. All fines and for- 
feitures recovered in any court, the 
prosecution of which originated in 
the Police Court, in the name of or 
in favor of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, for violation of the penal 
laws coiflmitted within said city's 
police jurisdiction, are hereby grant- 
ed to the city without regard t 
which court the f.nal judgment i 
rendered in, and when collected ti 
ther in the Police Court, the C\vu\ 
Court of the county in which smic 
city is kjcated, or in the Court c> 
Appeals, aft^T payment of all fefs 
and costs, the prfceeds of said judg- 
ment shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of said city. When an appeal is ta- 
ken from a judgment of a Police 
Court under the penal laws of Ken- 
tucky, it shall be the duty of the 
City Attorney of said city to repre 
sent the Commonwealth ift.«ud case 
in any court to which it may be ap- 
peal sd, and it shall not be the duty 
of the Commonwealth's Attorney 
Cou^ity Attorney to so represent the 
Commonwealth in such appealed 
case or cases;. Wlu-n judjrmenl 
rendered in favor of the Conim 
wealth in such appealed cases, itsha 1 
be the duty of the City Attorney to 
take all steps necessary for the col- 
lection of said fine or forfeiture and 
for the enforcement of said judg- 
ment. When, in the enforcement 
0^ a judgment in a case appealed 
from the Police Court, it is necessa- 
ry to imprison the delteaidant, the 
cost of the imprisonment shall be 
paid by the city." 

Section 2. All acts and parts of 
acts in conflict with this act are " 
by repealed. 

Section 3. Whereas a large number 
of cases under the penal laws of .the 
State have been, and are being, ap- 
pealed from the Police Courts of 
cities of the fourth class, which will 
prevent said cities from collecting 
the judgments herein granted them, 
an emergency is declared to exist, 
and this act shall take effect immedi- 
tely upon its approval by the Gov-

Population of Rome. 



Railwaya of Greece. 

According to Consular Clerk Con 
stantlne H. Corata, of Athens, the to 
tal mileage of steam railways in 
Greece Is 865, and their total capital!- 
ration Is 142,215,209. The railways are 
not owned by the jcovcrnnienf, bur. 
are built after Its permission ami con- 
trol through the department of public 
works, railroad section. The state 
shares In part of the construction, and 
hence controls the passenger arid 
freight rates and other details. The 
gnvernnient partlciiiates in thi^ bene- 
fits and has the option of l)ir.ing over 
the roads wlthbi a specifle<l i)eriod, 
while at the lapse of another period 
the railways become the property of 
the state. The motive power of the 
flrrt railway built In Greece, and put 
into operation in 1869, running from 
Athens to Pif aaua/ a little ove;- six 
miles, was changed from steam to 
electricity about two years ago. 
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At that 

time the aggregate population 
amounted to only 8,36,704, so that within 
the compaiatively short period of 30 
years the inhabitants of the province 
have Increased by fully 305,822. Ac- 
• cording to the above census the num- 
I ber of foreigners in Rome In 1901 was 
I 9,855, the Germans ntunberlng 1,844, 
I the British 1,739 and the French 1.* 
I 386. The population of Rome la stated 
> to be- 520,196.— Westminster Gaxett*. 



Peculiar Municipal Franchise. 
Victoria, the capital of llritlsh Co- 
lumbia, has a peculiar municipal fran- 
chise. Every person who pays a $2 dog 
tax Is entitled to vote In elections for 
mayor and aldermen. The system has 
led to abuses. It has been dlscovereil 
that six enterprising women voted on 
the strength of a single dog. Worse 
still, one Ingenious woman, unable to 
get a real dog In time to qualify, took 
out a license for a china dog on her 
tnantelplece. Municipal franchise re- 
form Is now regarded as a question of 
urgency In Victoria, and the unlcind 
association of doga with mayora and 
aldermen la doomed.

PLOT IS OVERHEARD 

To Blow Up Non-Union Mop 
kins County Mines. 

MadiHonville, Ky„ Kel-. - The 
following is a letter which was re- 
ceived by one of the local newspa- 
pers, written at Hopkinsville and 
dated at Henderson. 

"Hopkinsville. Ky., Feb. 7 
For some time I have been tr.ving to 
avoid the performance of a duty I 
owe to aq innocent and unsuspect- 
ing pejple. but at last my fegard for 
human life prompts me to write this 
letter, which, if published, I feel 
confident will be the means of sav- 
ing hundreds of human lives and 
prevent the destruction of many 
thnu-sands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty. On the night of Jan. I 
happened to overhear a conversation 
in an aiijoining room to mine at 
hotel in the city of Hopkinsville. 
Judging by the different voices 
there were three men in the roo 
and one of them was revealing 
plot to blew up the non-union mines 
in Hopkins county. One of the num-
